A Guard of Honour drawn up at Palace, 
will present arms as the Agent to the Gov- 
ernor-General passes. 

A salute of 13 guns will he fired on the 
Agent to the Governor-General’s arrival at, 
and departure from, the Palace. 


Return visit to the Agent to the Govern - 
or- General by Sis Highness the Maharao 


An Assistant to the Agent to the Gov- 
ernor-General, accompanied by the Raj Vakil 
will meet His Highness 200 paces from the 
Agent to the Governor-General’s Shamiana or 
the Agency House Building. The Secretary 
to the Agent to the Governor-General will 
receive His Highness as he alights from his 
sowari and the Agent to the Governor-Gener- 
al will meet the Maharao at the edge of 
the carpet, and conduct His Highness to a 
seat on his right.' The Maharao ’s Sardars, 
the Diwau and officials will sit on the right 
and the staff of the Agent to the Governor- 
General on the left. At parting, the Agent 
to the Governor-General will present Atar 
and Pan to His Highness, and an Assistant 
to the Agent to the Governor-General to the 
Tazimi Sardars and the Diwan. On depar- 
ture, His Highness will be conducted by the 
Agent to the Governor -General to the edge 
of the carpet and by the Secretary to the 
Agent to the Governor- General to his sowari, 

A Guard of Honour will be drawn up, 
and will present arms as His Highness passes. 

A salute of 15 guns will be fired on His 
Highness’ arrival and departure. 

The usual salute will be fired on the 
Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor-General’s 
departure from Sirohi. 

Note — The Maharaj Kumar of Sirohi if he accom- 
panies the Maharao on His Highness’ return visit 
■will have a seat above the Sardars and will be pre- 
sented with Atar and Pan by the Hon’blo the Agent 
r to the Governor-General. 
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TONK. . 

Peshwai. — Two Sahibzadas and two 
Ahlkars of the State will he deputed on the 
part of the Tonic Darbar to wait upon the 
Agent to the Governor-General on the 
border, and will remain in attendance until 
the camp of the Agent to the Governor- 
General leaves Tonk limits. 

At the first enoampment in Tonk territory, 
the Agent to the Governor- General will re- 
ceive a visit from the Sahibzadas, accom- 
panied by the two Ahlkars and the Vakil in 
attendance. The Agent to the Governor- 
General will receive them standing, and on 
departure, the Sahibzadas will be presented 
with Atar and Pan by an Assistant to the 
Agent to the Governor- General. 

On approaching the capital two Sahib- 
zadas and two Members of the Council will 
meet the Agent to the Governor- General at 
a distance of six miles from the city, and 
accompany him to his camp. 

His Highness the Nawab, accompanied 
by the Political Agent, will meet the Agent 
to the Governor-General four miles from the 
city, and will accompany him till opposite 
the Port, whence the Agent to the Governor- 
General will proceed to his camp, and the 
Nawab to his Palace. 

The Agent to the Governor- General will 
be attended by his staff and a cavalry escort, 
A salute of 13 guns will be fired on the ar- 
rival of the Agent to the Govern or- General 
in camp. 

The usual presentation, consisting of 
fruits, etc., and ' Its 1,000, will be made by 
the Vakil at the Agent to the Governor- 
General’s tents. The latter will he touched 
and remitted.

At parting, Atar and 
Pan will be presented by His Highness the 
Nawab to the Agent to the Governor-Gener- 
al and other British Officers present. 

A salute of 13 guns will be fired on the 
arrival and departure of the Agent to the 
Governor- General. 

A Guard of Honour of Darbar troops 
will present arms as the Agent to the Gov- 
ernor-General passes. The ceremonies ob- 
served at the Agent to the Governor- Gener- 
al’s reception will be repeated on his return. 


Return visit to the Agent to the Goo- 
ernor- General by His Highness the Nawab.

An Assistant to the Agent to the Gov- 
ernor-General, accompanied by the Vakil in 
attendance, will meet the Nawab at the Gate 
of the Port, and accompany His Highness to 
the Agent to the Governor- General’s camp. 

The Political Agent or the Secretary 
to the Agent to the Governor- General will 
meet* the Nawab as His Highness alights 
from his sowari. The Agent to the Govern- 
or-General will receive the Nawab at the 
edge of the carpet, and conduct His Highness 
to a seat on his right ; the Agent to the 
Governor-General’s staff sitting on the left, 
and the Political Agent and the Sahibzadas 
on the right. 

At parting, the Agent to the Governor- 
General will present Atar and Pan to His 
Highness the Nawab, and Sahibzada Mo- 
ll amcd TJbeid-ullah Khan if present, and an 
Assistant to the Agent to the Governor- 
General to the other Sahibzadas and native 
gentlemen present entitled to the honour.

On 
arriving at the place of meeting, the Agent 
to the Governor-General will alight from 
his sowari, and will be received by the Maha- 
rana at the edge of the carpet which will be 
spread for the purpose. Atar and Pan will 
be presented by the Maharana to the Agent 
to the Governor- General and staff, after 
which the Agent to the Governor-General 
and His Highness will mount their sowari, 
and proceed in company for about 300 yards, 
or as far as the spot whence the roads to 
His Highness’ -Palace and the Agent to the 
Govern or- General’s camp diverge and there 
take leave of each other without alighting 
from their carriages. The Agent to the 
Governor- General will be attended by his 
staff and a cavalry escort. 

A principal Sardar and the Vakil in 
attendance will accompany the Agent to the 
Governor-General to his tents. 

A salute of 13 guns will be fired on the 
arrival of the Agent to the Governor-General 
at liis tents.

His Highness the Maharana will return 
the visit of the Agent to the Governor- Gener- 
al. An Assistant to the Agent to the Gov- 
ernor-General, escorted by four sowars and 
accompanied hy a Motamid and the Vakil in 
attendance, will proceed to the Palace to 
invite His Highness to the Agent to the 
Governor-G eneral’s presence. Two Motamids 
will meet the Assistant to the 'Agent to the 
Governor-General on his alighting at the 
foot of the steps of the Palace. In the Audi- 
ence Hall he will be received by His High- 
ness the Maharana standing, who will present 
the Assistant to the Agent to the Governor- 
General with Atar and Pan. f 


The Agent to the Governor- General^ acj 
companied by the Resident, will proteed* 
from the Residency to the “Hawala-ka-Burj"” 
to meet the Maharana. The Agent to the 
Governor- General and His Highness will ex- 
change compliments without alighting from 
their conveyances, and the Agent to the Gov- 
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ernor-General will drive back to the Resi- 
dency in advance of His Highness. 


The Resident, or the Secretary to the 
Agent to the Governor-General, will receive 
the Maharana on alighting from his sowari, 
and will conduct him to the Agent to the 
Governor- General, who will receive His 
Highness at the edge of the carpet. The 
Maharana will be seated to the right of the 
Agent to the Governor-General, the Resident 
and staff of the Agent to the Governor- 
General to the latter’s left, and the Sardars 
and Raj Officials to the right of His High- 
ness. 

A Guard of Honour will be drawn up and 
present arms as His Highness passes. A 
salute of 21 guns will be fired on His High- 
ness’ arrival and departure. 

At parting, Atar and Pan will be pre-> 
sented to the Maharana and to any first class 
Sardars who may be present, by the Agent 
to the Governor-General, and by an Assist- 
ant to the Agent to the Governor-General 
to the Sardars of lower rank entitled to the 
honour. 

On the Maharana’s departure, the Agent 
to the Governor-General will accompany 
His Highness to the edge of the carpet, and 
the Resident or the Secretary to the Agent 
to the Governor- General to His Highness’ 
carriage. 

Before leaving the capital, the Agent to 
the Governor-General will proceed to the 
Palace to take final leave of the Maharana 
when the following will be presented as
